SUGGESTIONS 


We suggest that you soak all your bulbs before planting. With a little pre- 
caution you should not have any trouble with thrip. 


We recommend the use of Lysol or New Improved Ceresan for the treating 
of bulbs. 


LYSOL TREATMENT 


Use 1 teaspoonful to 1 quart of water, soaking bulbs and bulblets for 3 hours, 
allow to drain for 30 minutes and plant while still wet. 


NEW IMPROVED CERESAN TREATMENT 


Use 1 ounce N. I. C. in 3 gallons water, 3 teaspoon Grasselli Spreader Sticker 
or 3 teaspoon Dreft. Mix together making a paste and then add water. Do not use 
hands to stir. Soak bulbs 15 minutes and bulblets 30 minutes stir several times while 
treating. Bulbs and bulblets must be planted same day. 

After your plants are about 6 inches high we suggest that you spray or 
dust them every 10 days or 2 weeks. 


DDTISPRAY, 


1 rounded teaspoonful DDT (50%) % teaspconful Dreft, 1 gallon water. 
Dusting use a 5% DDT dust which has been used the past year with good results. 
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
